During  the  first  month  of  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  turn  off  the 
water  supply  at  nights  for  a  period  of  threo  weeks,  this  was  due  to  the 
frozen  and  damaged  pipes  caused  uy  the  severe  frost,  A  now  boat  was 
provided  for  use  on  the  reservoir.
